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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2, 15-16, 18-21, 23-24, 26-27, 29-36 are allowed. 

Independent claims 1, 15, 18, 23, 27, and 31 are directed to methods and 
apparatuses for detecting field characteristics of video data and as in claim 1 , recite 
"...calculating a first difference value as a difference between pixels of a first field and 
pixels of a second field, said first field being successive to said second field; calculating a 
second difference value between the pixels of said first field and pixels of a third field, 
said third field being successive to said first field; calculating a ratio between said first 
and second difference values; comparing said ratio with a threshold; determining whether 
said first field is an interlaced field or a progressive field with respect to said third field 
based on said steps of calculating, wherein the determining step includes determining 
whether said first field is an interlaced field or a progressive field based on said 
comparing step; and calculating the number of moving pixels between said second and 
third fields, wherein the determining step includes determining that said first field is an 
interlaced field if said number is lower than a moving pixel threshold, and determining 
that said first and third fields are progressive if said number is not lower than the moving 
pixel threshold. . ." which are features that are not anticipated nor obvious over the art of 
record. Dependent claims 2, 16, 19-21, 24, 26, 29-30, 32-36 for the reasons concerning 
the independent claims.
